A sto ry co mes fro m Han Francisco that is 
likely to startle peaceful Am erican peo ple 
who have certain so rts o f fo reigners fo r 
neighbo rs. 
A citizen who had incurred the 
enmity o f so me impo rted peo ple living near 
him learned that they had been planting 
dvnam ite aro und his premises w ith the inten­ 
tio n o f blo wing him up. 
lie secured the as­ 
sistance o f the po lice, who succeeded after 
digging with great cautio n o ver his lo t, in 
ex cavating eno ugh dynamite bo mbs and giant 
po wder to slaughter half the po pulatio n o f 
the ward, and to blo w into ato m s a scho o l- 
ho use w ith its 700 children o n the o ppo site 
side o f the street. 
W hether ttie culprits can 
be identitied and arrested do es no t appear. 
The m an kno w s who his enem ies are, but 
may 
no t 
be 
able 
to 
pro ve 
the 
crime against any individual. 
T he friend­ 
ships o f this criminal po pulatio n are so ex ­ 
tensive, and the willingness to co m m it m ur­ 
der by dynam ite so general, that the detec­ 
tives may m ake a hundred arrests witho ut 
reaching the real perpetrato rs. 
Co ngress has no t ex hibited the interest in 
the subject o f restricting im m igratio n that 
its im po rtance demands. 
E very em igrant 
ship has m urderers amo ng its freight. 
They 
co me here charged with dynam ite prepared 
to wreak their o wn will and defy the laws. 
They settle iu peaceful neighbo rho o ds,which 
they so o n begin to anno y with petty thefts, 
insults, quarrels, and all so rts o f trespass.

Our priso ns are no t big eno ugh to bo ld o ne 
half the im po rted criminals who co me o ve 
every year, 
and a very small fractio n o f 
who m are sent hack. 
It is to o late to asso rt 
o ur im m igrants pro perly after 
they have 
landed at Castle Garden. 
A rigid system o f 
inspectio n needs to be established at every 
po mt o f em barkatio n by fo reigners fo r the 
United States. 
Our Co nsular service co uld 
lie put to no o ther wo rk so useful.

this co unty wo uld be very glad o f a relief 
fro m tax atio n to the am o unt o f 25 per cetlt a 
year, and this they wo uld have go t ex cept 
fo r the Go verno r’s veto es. 
The Vedder bill 
invo lved no mo ral questio n in regard to the 
right to sell, to buy o r to drink liquo r co n­ 
cerning which many wo rthy peo ple differ; it

higher license; the Go verno r’s veto es were in­ 
terpo sed to save the cheap, nasty and vicio us 
salo o ns, and the distillers, brewers and w ho le­ 
salers who se go o ds they are selling o n eo m- 
uiissio n. 
No t a who leso me regulatio n o f the 
trade, but the largest m ultiplicatio n o f the 
cheap, natty anil vicio us salo o ns is what was 
so ught by the Go verno r’s veto es. 
Fo r every 
salo o n co ntains fro m o ne to a half-do zen 
Demo crats, anti the mo re o f these, the better 
it is 
fo r the Demo cratic 
W hisky party 
and 
their 
leader, 
the 
Go verno r. 
Had the Go verno r signed bo th the Vedder 
and the Cro sby bills, they w o uld have lifted 
mo re than 45,000,000 fro m the tax payers, 
hven these two hills wo uld no t have taken 
the eight o f o ne per cent fro m the pro fits o f 
the trade in this state. 
A leading brewer 
said a few days ago that $500.000,000 was in­ 
vested in breweries in the state o f New Yo rk. 
The pro fits o f the brewers o f New Yo rk in 
1880, after paying fo r labo r and materials, 
am o unted to 42.8 per cent o n the capital in­ 
vested. 
This amo unts to 4211,500,000 o n 
$500,000,000 
capital. 
T his 
is 
the 
brewers’ 
pro fits 
alo ne. 
and 
do es 
no t include the distiller, the wine-maker o r 
the retailer. 
Estim ating the pro fits o f these 
to gether as equal to the brewers, we have a 
yearly pro fit o f 4422.000,000. 
One do llar in 
485 o f this pro fit wo uld have paid lx jth the 
Vedder and Cro sby bill tax es, o r less than 
twelve o ne-hundredths o f o ne 
per 
cent.

A P la in S ta te m e n t o f th e P r in c ip le a n d it*

The pro tective tariff is an artificial element 
in business. 
Its advo cates adm it this, while 
the free traders think the mere statement 
co ndem ns the tariff. 
But isn’t a ho use arti­ 
ficial? 
Clo thes are artificial. 
Reduce life to 
the purely natural, and a nice time we sho uld 
have o f it naked, eating raw meat, living up 
to the high mo ral level o f the “ law o f supply 
and dem and.” 
The mere c harge that the pro tective tariff 
isn’t natural amo unts to little. 
The questio u 
is w hether it pays. 
We sho uldn’t at this late 
day go into the simple argum ents in its favo r 
save fo r the co nstant assaults, direct and 
indirect, that the Demo cratic and M ugwump 
press are all the time m aking upo n it. 
it is well eno ugh under such circumstances 
to review the facts o ccasio nally. 
In o rder 
to enco urage manufactures in this co untry a 
duty, fix ed by Co ngress, is set upo n articles 
pro duced abro ad, which it is advisable to 
pro duce here. 
The free trader says this is 
fo lly, because yo u o ught to buy where yo u 
can buy cheapest, and that the am o unt paid 
in duties, and a co rrespo nding sum paid fo r 
all pro tected go o ds, is mo ney wasted 
The pro tectio nist believes in this indirect 
tax , because it has been the means o f build 
ing up o ur great m anufacto ries and inciden 
tally stim ulating o ur natio nal inventio n, and 
these facto ries have given and no w give 
direct emplo yment to millio ns o f peo ple,create 
the best o f m arkets fo r the pro ducts o f o ur 
farms, and co ntribute the main stream to o ur 
co mmerce. 
While do ing this, which in itself 
means natio nal strength and independence, 
the cultivatio n o f do mestic m anufactures un 
der pro tectio n has also caused a steady de 
cline in the co st o f the pro tected go o ds. 
W e 
have secureti o ur o wn m arket, have achieved 
co mmercial independence,and have vastly re­ 
duced the co st o f living by learning ho w to 
do things and charging o urselves the co st o f 
the educatio n. 
Many pro tected articles still co st mo re here 
than sim ilar go o ds made abro ad, and free 
traders say, No w vo u've built up yo ur facto r­ 
ies, yo u are started, enco uraged, stimulated, 
no w lake o ff yo ur duties and co mpete with 
the fo reign m anufacturer. 
The principal 
difference in m anufacturing abro ad and in 
the United States is in the co st o f what the 
eco no mists call "labo r.” 
Labo r is the life- 
wo rk o t the great mass o f m ankind. 
Abro ad 
they are paid a half, a quarter, a tenth, as 
may be, o f what they are paid here.

gOv/ds, as he also advised.

We 
have secured our own market, have achieved 
commercial inders ndence,and have vastly re­ 
duced the etist of living by learning how lo 
do things aud charging ourselves the cost of 
the education. 
Many protected articles still cost more here 
than similar goods made abroad, and free 
traders say, Now vou’ve built up your factor­ 
ies, you are started, encouraged, stimulated, 
now lake off your duties and compete with 
the foreign m anufacturer. 
The principal 
difference in m anufacturing abroaa and in 
the United State* is in the cost of what the 
economists call "lab o r." 
Labor is the life­ 
work oi the great mass of mankind. 
Abroad 
they are paid a half, a quarter, a tenth, as 
may he, of what they are paid here. 
Hope­ 
less. forlorn, little better than phKiding ani­ 
mals, the “ foreign pauper laborers” toil 
through life with few consolations beyond the 
tem porary oblivion of rum. 
Look at the dif­ 
ference, 
In this country, no m atter what the 
demagogue* say, the industrious and temper­ 
ate workingman is sure of self-support, in a 
condition which to 
the 
average foreign 
laborer would seem unaccountable luxury. 
He has a home, h it children are- educated,his 
food is nourishing and ample, be can buy 
clothes that not merely cover him but that 
are ample and attractive. 
Indeed, to list 
over what the foreign laborer hasn't is to list 
what (be American laborer takes for granted 
gs the natural result of a part of his labors. 
It will pot pay lo change all this—to reduce 
the cost of our good* lo the foreign level by 
reducing the pay to the level of foreign pay. 
American free citizenship would suffer by it. 
The whole country would be the lostr. 
The 
intelligent workingman who holds the ballot 
in bi« honda isn’t going to vol* to reduce his 


own wages. 
The premise of saving a half 
dollar on ii suit o f cloth es is a pretty small 
inducem ent to accepting a cut in wages. 
Now the tariff, being a mutual arrange­ 
m ent, cannot all be em one side. 
Those who 
produce have conflicting interests. 
To the 
.-pinner wool is raw m aterial; to the cloth 
milker yarn is raw m aterial; to the tailor 
cloth is raw material. 
Each selfishly, arid of 
(iiur-c. wants his raw material as low as he 
can get it. 
The farmers and the m anufactur­ 
ers, growers of wool and users of wool. must 
agree on the tariff, 
lf the latter force free 
wool, as h resident C leveland advised, then 
the- farmers will force down the tariff on 
gnarls, as he also advised. 
And, at the hope 
of such moves, the free traders all stand 
around, hats off. .shouting for joy. The Hart 
jord 
Time* has somehow come 
to take 
off its lint and shout, UR). 
For our-clves we 
want the differences of conflicting interests 
adjusted by po iccful compromise rather than 
by war on the tariff, believing that the lower 
the m anufacturers can ge* their wool the bet- 
ter for them, so long tis it d(R-s not imperil 
the protection of their mills and their em 
ployes. 
To smash the tariff in the cause of 
free wool would only hurt.the mill pcople- 
and they think to too.

LETS DRAW THE LIRE AT DYNAMITE. 


A slory comes from Sau Francisco that is 
likely lo startle peaceful American people 
who have certain sorts of foreigners for 
neighliors. 
A citizen who had incurred the 
enm ity of some imported people living near 
him learned that they had been planting 
dvnam ite around his premises with the inten 
tion of blowing him up. 
He secured the as 
sistance of the police, who succeeded after 
digging with great caution over his lot, in 
excavating enough dynamite bombs and giant 
powder to slaughter half the population of 
the ward, and to blow into atoms a school- 
house with its 790 children on the opposite 
side of the street. 
W hether the culprits can 
be identified and arrested does not appear 
The man knows who his enemies are, but 
m ay 
not 
he 
able 
to 
prove 
the 
crime against any individual. 
The friend 
ships of this criminal population are so ex­ 
tensive, and the willingness to com m it mur 
der by dynam ite so general, that the detec 
tives may make a hundred arrests without 
reaching the real perpetrators. 
Congress has not exhibited the interest in 
the subject of restricting immigration that 
its im portance demands 
Every em igrant 
ship has murderers amone its freight. 
They 
come here charged with dynamite prepared 
to wreak their own will and defy the law 
They settle iu peaceful neighborhoods,which 
they soon begin to annoy with petty thefts 
insults, quarrels, aod all sorts of trespass 
If 
their 
children 
are 
not 
perm itted 
to invade other people’s gardens and poultry 
yard», or their cows and chickens allowed to 
range at will over lawns, meadows and corn 
fields, they get angry and their first thought 
is ot dynamite. 
The man who has a family 
of these people among his neighbors is never 
safe unless he submits to every species of 
wrong. 
If one of their number gets into 
house for domestic service, the plunder of 
cellar, larder and linen closet begins, 
every decent family in this city could relate 
its experience with these people, there would 
be such a history of theft, outrage, insult and 
menace as could not be believed possible in 
an American commuuity. 
Our prisons are not big enough to bold one 
half the imported criminals who come over 
every year, and a very small fraction of 
whom are sent back. 
It is too late to assort 
our im m igrants properly after 
they have 
landed at Castle Garden. 
A rigid system of 
inspection needs to be established at every 
point of embarkation by foreigners for the 
United States. 
Our Consular service could 
be put to no other work so useful. 
Let the 
guarantee of honest support be furnished to 
and the certificate of character and passport 
issued by our Consuls before the em igrant 
sails. 
And let there be a heavy penalty 
placed upon every vessel that brings an immi 
grant not properly certified. 
The American character is the best, noblest 
and m ost trustw orthy in the world. 
There 
are no thieves, m urderers, dynam iters and 
other crim inals among our native population. 
O ur system of universal education has given 
us this great moral advantage. 
It is there­ 
fore a great injustice to ourselves as a Dation 
and a people to perm it this continuous influx 
of the scum of Europe’s populations. 
Let 
us have laws 
that 
will make 
us safe 
from 
the 
Hungarian's 
dynam ite 
and 
the 
Italian’s 
stiletto 
as 
well 
as 
from 
the 
Chinamun's 
opium . 
No 
man should be allowed to land upon our 
shores as a settler until he has furnished 
proof of good, honest and independent citi- 
senship in the country from which lie came. 
This should be insisted upon as a m atter of 
physical safety. 
We have endured with pa­ 
tience all grades of pauperism and all classes 
of crime, but it is now in order to draw the 
1 ine at dynamite. 


dealers who are paying the federal govern­ 
ment $12,000,000 a year with profit to them­ 
selves. 
That bill was first passed three years 
ago. The sum thus saved, including tbepias- 
ent year, would therefore have amounted 
to $9,074,048.24. u sum considerably iu ex­ 
cess of the entire taxes iast year.

It was not an onerous tax; in Penn­ 
sylvania the dealets are paying one twice or 
three times as large and report that their 
business is improved by the law. 
The better 
class of retailers everywhere are in favor of 
higher license; the Governor’s vetoes were in­ 
terposed to save the cheap, nasty and vicious 
saloons, and the distillers, brewers and w hole­ 
salers whose goods they are selling on com­ 
mission. 
Not a wholesome regulation of the 
trade, but the largest m ultiplication of the 
cheap, nasty and vicious saloous is what was 
sought by the Governor’s vetoes. 
For every 
saloon contains from one to a half-dozen 
Democrats, and the more of thtse, the better 
s for the Democratic 
W hisky party 
and 
their 
leader, 
the 
Governor. 
Had the Governor signed both the Vedder 
and the Crosby bills, they would liave lifted 
more than $5,000,000 from the tax payers. 
Even these two bills would not have taken 
the eight of one per cent from the profits of 
the trade in this state. 
A leading brewer 
said a few days ago that $500.000,000 was in­ 
vested in breweries in the state of New York. 
The profits of the brewers of New York in 
1880, after paying for labor and materials, 
amounted to 42.3 per cent on the capital in­ 
vested. 
This amounts to $211,500,000 on 
$500.000,000 
capital. 
This 
is 
the 
brewers’ 
profits 
alone. 
and 
does 
not include the distiller, the wine maker or 
the retailer. 
Estimating the profits of these 
together as equal to the brewers, we have a 
yearly profit of $423,000,000. 
One dollar in 
$85 of this profit would have paid lioih the 
Vedder and Crosby bill taxes, or less than 
twelve one-hundredths of one 
per 
cent.

own wages. 
The promise of saving a half- 
dollar on a suit of clothes is a pretty small 
inducem ent to accepting a cut in wages. 
Now the tariff. beiDg a mutual arrange­ 
ment, cannot all be on one side. 
Those who 
produce have conflicting interests. 
To the 
spinner wool is raw material; to the cloth 
m aker yarn is raw material; to the tailor 
cloth is raw material. 
Each selfishly, and of 
course, wants his raw material as low as be 
can get it. 
The farmers and the m anufactur­ 
ers, growers of wool and users of wool, must 
agree on the tariff. 
If the latter force free 
wool, as President Cleveland advised, then 
the farm ers will force down the tariff on 
gOvyds, as he also advised. 
And, at the hope 
of such moves, the free traders all stand 
around, hats off. shouting for joy. The Hart 
jord 
Time» has somehow come 
to take 
off its hat and shout, too. 
For ourselves we 
w ant the differences of conflicting interests 
adjusted by peaceful compromise rather than 
by war on the tariff, believing that the lower 
the m anufacturers can ge: their wool the bet­ 
ter for them, so loug as it does not imperil 
be protection of their mills and their em 
ployes. 
To smash the tariff in (he cause of 
free wool would only hurt.the mill people— 
and they think so toó. 


It is an excellent article on the Protective 
Tariff which we quote from the Hartford 
Courant on this page—excellent iu its sim­ 
plicity and directness. 
Every worker for 
wages who reads or whose children read for 
him can understand it. 
The protective prin­ 
ciple is maintained solely in the interest of 
labor. 
Free trade organs fight it because, as 
they contend, it conflicts with the interests of 
the commercial man, the m anufacturer and 
the consumer. 
They have never been able to 
maintain, and few have had the audacity to 
assert, that it does not benefit labor. 
And 
until they can prove this they have no case. 
For the prosperity of lalror in this country 
constitutes the basis of all prosperity, and 
renders impossible that abasement of the 
common or working people to poverty and 
helplessness by the upbuilding of a wealthy 
and aristocratic class, that is to be found in 
England. 
So long as the American work 
ingman has education and the suffrage with 
in his reach, he is his own master if he uses 
them wisely. 
His first step towards ruin will 
be the casting of his vote for free trade. 


THE CAUSE OF HIGH TAXES. 


While our Democratic contemporaries are 
bewailing the increased taxation caused by a 
Republican Legislature, it may be stated with 
entire propriety that a careful estimate shows 
that the Vedder liquor tax bill, which Gov.

But isn’t a house arti 
ficial? 
Clothes are artificial. 
Reduce life to

have of it uaked, eating raw meat, living up 
to the high moral level of the “ law of supply 
and dem and.” 
The mere charge that the protective tariff 
isn’t natural amounts to little. 
The questiou 
is whether it pays. 
We shouldn’t at this late 
day go into the simple argum ents in its favor 
save for the constant assaults, direct and 
indirect, that the Democratic and Mugwump 
press are all the time m aking ujwd it 
It is well enough under such circumstances 
to review the facts occasionally. 
In order 
to encourage manufactures in this country a 
duty, fixed by Congress, is set upon articles 
produced abroad, which it is advisable lo 
produce here. 
The free trader says this is 
folly, because you ought to buy where you 
can buy cheapest, and that the amount paid 
in duties, and a corresponding sum pair! for 
all protected goods, is money wasted 
The protectionist believes in this indirect 
tax, because it has been the means of build 
ing up our great manufactories and inciden 
tally stim ulating our national invention, and 
these factories have given and uow give 
direct employment to millions of people,create 
the best of markets for the products of our 
farms, and contribute the main stream to our 
commerce. 
While doing this, which in itself 
means national strength and independence 
the cultivation of domestic manufactures un 
der protection has also caused a steady de 
cline in the cost of the protected goods. 
We 
have secured our own market, have achieved 
commercial independence,and have vastly re 
duced the cost of living by ’.earning how to 
do things aud charging ourselves the cost of 
the education. 
Many protected articles still cost more here 
than similar goods made abroad, and free 
traders say, Now vou’ve built up your factor 
ies, you are started, encouraged, stimulated, 
now lake off your duties and compete with 
the foreign m anufacturer.

difference in manufacturing abroad and in 
the United States is in the cost of what the 
economists call “ labor.” 
Labor is the life- 
work oi the great mass of mankind. 
Abroad 
they are paid a half, a quarter, a tenth, as 
may be, of what they are paid here. 
Hope­ 
less, forlorn, little better than plodding ani­ 
mals, the “ foreign pauper laborers” toil 
through life with few consolations beyond the 
temporary oblivion of rum. 
Look at the dif­ 
ference. 
In this country, no m atter what the 
demagogues say, the industrious and temper­ 
ate workingman is sure of self-support, in a 
condition which to 
the 
average foreign 
laborer would seem unaccountable luxury. 
He hu6 a home, his children are educated,his 
food is nourishing and ample, he can buy 
clothes that not merely cover him hut that 
are ample and attractive. 
Indeed, to list 
over w hat the foreign laborer hasn’t is to list 
what the AtnericanJaborcr takes for granted 
gs the natural result of a part of his labors. 
It will pot pay to change all this—to reduce 
the cost of our goods to the foreign level by 
reducing the pay to the level of foreign pay. 
American free citizenship would suffer by it. 
The whole country would be the lostr.

T h e very existence o f 
tbeir religio n was threatened. 
A t the end o f 
the first century befo re C hrist the M essianic 
expectatio ns had created a wild ferm ent 
am o ng the po pulatio n o f Palestine. 
■The 
need was at its highest, help then m ust Le 
highest, fo r m atters had indeed gro w n fro m 
bad to wo rse. 
T h e po litical situatio n w as in 
to lerable. 
T he R o m an yo ke had been fas­ 
tened upo n the neck o f the peo ple, and the 
w eight o f o ppressio n becam e leu to ld m o re 
difficult to suppo rt fro m the sweet taste o f 
liberty that had preceded it after the brief 
spell o f independence in the days o f the 
M accabees. 
T he rapacity 
o f 
the R o m an 
go vernm ent knew no bo unds. 
A land im ­ 
po verished by incessant w ars and the fre ­ 
q uen t failure o f the cro ps was drained to its 
last reso urces to satisfy the eno rm o us exact­ 
io ns o f a fo reign despo t, and, mo st h um ili­ 
atin g o f all, it was R o m e, a natio n o f ido la­ 
te rs w hich was thus perm itted to grind the 
cho sen peo ple. 
T o this m ust be added th at Po ntius P ilate 
began his adm inistratio n w ith an attem pt to 
abo lish the Jew ish law , exactly as T iberius 
did in Ro me. T he influence o f Judaism upo n 
decaying heathenism becam e so po tent and 
g reat th at the 
R o m ans were frightened. 
T ho usands o f pro selytes fro m paganism p ub­ 
licly and privately pro fessed Judaism . 
T he 
Jew s in Ro me m ade use o f the privileges 
gran ted them by Julius Caesar no t o nly in a d­ 
herin g to their religio n, but also in m aking 
pro selytes fro m all da sse so f the Ro mans. In 
deed, H o race speaks o f pro selytizing Jew s 
an d o f their Sabbath, w hich his friend Fuscus 
w o uld no t vio late, as lie 
was “ o ne o f the 
m a n y ” who o bserved it. 
Ovid speaks in 
his " A rt o f Lo ve ” o f th e Jew ish Sabbatli 
as being o bserved by the Ro m an wo m en. 
Seneca censures 
the 
o bservance o f 
the 
S abbath by the Ro m ans, and co m plains th at 
the Hebrews, the co nquered, have given laws 
to the co nquero rs. 
R o m an wo men o f high 
ran k sent gifts to the T em ple o f Jerusalem . 
In co nsequence o f this rapid spread o f J u­ 
daism in Ro me the S enate enacted a decree 
expelling the H ebrew s fro m Ro me and Italy, 
th us setting at naught the decrees o f Julius 
Caesar. 
But 
Po ntius P ilate wgnt so fur as to 
abo lish the Jew ish law in Judea itself. H ecn 
tered Jerusalem , and the arm y displayed all 
its ensigus w ith the e tlig iis o f the detied 
Caesars and o ther sym bo ls o f ido latry, w hich 
naturally exasperated the Jew s. Pilate missed 
no o ppo rtunity fo r co nfiscatio ns, and private 
estates being insufficient to gratify his ra 
pacity, lie seized upo n the Tem ple treasures 
un der a ridiculo us pretext. 
G reat despair 
seized upo n tlie m inds o f the peo ple. In such 
tim es m o deratio n is no virtue, and peo ple 
cho o se men fo r their favo rites who will co m e 
fo rw ard w ith burning zeal, and a fervo r o f 
patrio tism bo rdering upo n raving m adness. 
Such 
men w ere fo und and called “ Knn- 
neem ’' o r "Z ealo ts,” w ho nurtured an im plac­ 
able hatred against tyrannical rule. 
Such 
unrelenting leaders w ere Judah O aulo nitis 
and Tlientio s, bo th o f G alilee, Do t li pro claim ­ 
in g it a crim e against religio n to o bey the 
earth ly Em pire o f Ro m e, uud Do th were c ru­ 
cified by the Ro m ans fo r treaso n against the 
Semite, as crucifixio n w as the Ro man fashio n 
o f public executio n o f crim inals. 
T h ere was still ano ther G alilean, charged 
and guilty o f the crim e o f inciting the p o p u­ 
lace to rebellio n against Ro m e; lie, to o , was 
crucified, and his nam e w as Jesus o f N a za ­ 
reth. 
Jesus o f N azareth was no thing less than a 
po litical m artyr. 
He, 
to o , like Judah o f 
U uulo uitis, had the m o tto : " T h e re is but 
o ne K ingdo m it is the heavenly K ingdo m ,the 
K ingdo m o f G o d.” 
G alilee was alw ays Hie 
ho tbed o f revo lutio ns. 
T h e peo ple there 
w ere inflam m ed by the idea that this wo rld 
was breaking do w n, and a new o ne. the f u­ 
ture wo rld wo uld so o n appear. XVliile o thers 
m erely co unselled preparatio n fo r the heav­ 
enly K ingdo m , pro m ising that a co m plete re 
fo rm atio n o f the w o rld w o uld take place. 
Jesus hud the co urage and self-co nfidence to 
pro claim ; "T h e tim eisfullfille d, the heavenly 
K ingdo m lias co me, and 1 am this K ing o r 
M essiah, the Savio ur o f m y o ppressed peo ple.” 
He was a Jew ,a Pharisean Jew ,w ith G alilean 
co lo riug; u man w ho jo ined in the ho pes o f his 
tim e, and believed these ho pes were fulfilled 
iu him . 
He was bro ught befo re a co urt, and 
it seem s that no t a large num ber o f fo llo wers 
w ere w ith him o therw ise it w o uld have been 
dangero us to pro no unce judgm ent against 
him . 
P ilate the R o m an P ro curato r, asked 
him : “ A rt tho u the K ing o f the Jew s ?” He 
an sw ered: “ T ho u sayest it.” 
N o w , as the 
Jew s w ere Ro m an subjects, it is a w o nder 
th a t he was no t treated better than any o ther 
rebel, 
but shared the fate o f Judah o f 
G aulo nitis, and was crucified? 
XVhy, lie 
w o uldn ’t fare better to -day un der sim iliar 
circum stances in any land in E uro pe. 
He 
had bo ldly attacked all po litical co nditio ns, 
and the who le civil, so c ial and religio us so ­ 
ciety o f his tim e, and paid the penalty o f all 
po litical m artyis. 
A nd no w a few w o rds as to the vexed 
questio n o f ttie part the Jew s have played in 
th e tragedy. 
T he go spels are in them selves 
no t agreed when the trial scene to o k place. 
B ut no m atter w hich o f them we fo llo w, the 
w ho le acco unt o f the trial and executio n is 
flagrantly o ut o f keeping w ith w ell-kno w n 
principles o f the Jew ish crim inal law. Jesus’s 
friaj takes place at night, w hich is an in frac­ 
tio n o f the Jew ish penal co de, w hich o rders 
capital trials to take place in day tim e. It takes 
place iu the private ho use o f the H igh Priest, 
but the Jew ish law lays do w n the principle 
th a t trials m ust take place iu the cham ber a p ­ 
po inted fo r the purpo se in the Tem ple. 
T he 
executio n takes pjace o n a ho liday, o r, as 
ano ther acco unt has it, a day previo us, but 
Jew ish 
law 
do es 
no t 
perm it 
exe­ 
cutio ns 
to 
take 
place 
o n 
a 
ho liday 
o r the eve o f a ho liday. 
Jesus is co ndem ned 
o n his o wn co nfessio n, but acco rding to Je w ­ 
ish law this canno t be do ne. 
T w o witnesses 
h ad to testify to the truth o f the charge arid 
it bad also to be sho w n th at the defendant 
had been w arned. 
T h e charge seems to liave 
been blasphem y, because Jesus said : " I am 
the So n o f G o d,” but every o ne fam iliar w ith 
the pro phets m ust kno w’ th at they frequently 
speak o f Israel as so ns o f Go d, so th at it is 
hardly pro bable fo r a Jew ish tribunal to sen­ 
tence a m an to death fo r m erely repeating a 
B iblical phrase. 
T h a t crucifixio n is no t a 
Jew ish mo de o f punishm ent is well kno w u; 
the Jew ish laws kno w s o nly death by the 
sw o rd [harag,] by the ro pe [c h e n ekh j by 
sto ne [szekeelab,] and by tire [szereiyha.J 
T h e discrepancies, divergences and glaring 
m istakes are so little in harm o ny w ith the 
w ell-established rules o f pro cedure in a J e w ­ 
ish tribunal, that the acco unt o f the trial 
scene, fro m w hatever po int we m ay study it 
canno t pass as histo rical. 
N o w the questio n arises: “ W here is the 
no velty o f Jesus’s wo j-k ? 
It has been said, 
fo r instance, to co nsist in th e ' o verthro w o f 
Phariseeism . 
B ut w hile be no w and then re­ 
bukes severely so me extravagant and un ­ 
w o rth y mem bers o f the P harisee^he never re­ 
pro ached the party as such. On the co ntrary, 
he said: " T he Pharisees sit in Mo ses’s seat, 
and w hatso ever they bid yo u o bserve, th at o b­ 
serve and do .” 
T he P harisees w ere certainly 
no t a "race o f hypo crites” and a “ generatio n 
o f vipers.” 
A w riter living befo re the 
de ­ 
structio n o f the T em ple co uld no t have 
called the Pharisees a band o f hypo crites. 
T h e 8 adducees w ere m o re hypo critical slaves 
o f th e letter thaii the P harisees,w ho were the 
party o f the peo ple, th e pro gressive friends o f 
the natio nal cause. 
L et us no t fo rget that, 
in th e iupin, Jesus him selt adhered to th eir 
principle!); that w hat is called " T he Seytripa 
o n the Mo unt” has been tim eUnd again 
pro ven to be co ntained in the pro phets and 
co o tempo raneo qs 
J ewish writings, who se 


autho rs were Pharisees. T he so -called giflden 
rub- had been pro claim ed by the Pharisee 
H ilM 30 years befo re C hrist, and Hillcl uro -l 
liave learned it fro m the G reek Iso crates 
if w e read I he Go spel o f M atthew carefully 
we will find that Jesus do es no t attem pt to 
abro gate the Pharisaic law s, but o nly insists 
upo n the great im po rtance o f the co m m and 
nients o f the heart. 
" W o e ,” ite cries, " fo r ye 
pay iiitiier o f m int, o f anise, and cum in, but 
ye have o m itted the w eightier m utters o f the 
law: judgm ent, m ercy and faith, these o ught 
ye to have do ne, and no t to leave the o ther 
undo ne.” 
B ut such do ubtless reco m m end- 
ablc sayings we find in the llist chapter o f 
Isaiah, in the sixth ch ap ter o f Mieali, in the 
Psalm s an d Jerem iah m uch m o re em pha’i 
(ally expressed. 
He also said that “ no t o ne 
jo t o r tittle shall pass fro m the law .” 
He 
o nlv deno unces the cerem o nies o f tin1 age 
when they interfere w ith the superio r claim s 
o f the m o ral law . 
B ut there is no thing new 
in this. 
He did no t abo lish the Sabbath. 
" T h e SaDDatli was m ade fo r m an. but man is 
no t m ade fo r the S abbath ,” is a Jew ish say ­ 
ing and the T alm udic H alakliali teaches that 
danger to life sets aside Sabbatical p ro h ibi­ 
tio ns o f anv character. 
Did lie preach a new prayer, as is so o ften 
claim ed ? 
N o , the prayer w ith the chn*tc in ­ 
tro ductio n, “ O ur F ath er who art in heaven," 
is a co m binatio n o f Jew ish prayers: no t a sen ­ 
tim ent in it is fo reign to the Judaism o f bis 
day. 
N o r is the no velty o f Jesus’s w o rk to 
be fo und in the extensio n o f the go spel to the 
heathen w o rld. 
T his was the w o rk o f the 
A po stle P aul. 
Jesus, o u the co ntrary, mo st 
em phatically said : “ I am no t sent but unti. 
the lo st sheep o f the ho use o f Israel,” and he 
charges his A po stles : " G o ye no t into the 
way o f the Gentiles, and into any city o f the 
Sam aritans enter ye no t. 
Go rath er to the 
lo st sheep o f the ho use o f Israel, and a s ’, e go , 
preach, saying the kingdo m o f heaven is at 
baud.” 
There arc, ho w ever, so me new features in 
Jesus’ teachings w hich are no t co ntained in 
the Jew ish w ritings befo re Him. 
"L o ve 
yo ur enem ies” is such a do ctrine.” 
But Id 
us be candid; such n gushing lo ve is no t o nly 
im practicable, hut im po ssible. 
O ur religio n 
teaches: Do no t revenge no r bear any grudge. 
Do no t rejo ice at the fall o f thy enem y. 
If 
th y enem y is hungry, 
give him to eat; if 
thirsty, give him to drin k; if li is anim al is 
go ing astray, bring it back to him. 
T his is 
as far as h um anity can go . 
W hat is beyo nd 
this is unnatural. 
Jesus also taught that 11 is 
fo llo wers sho uld reno unce cart lily treasures. 
T his do ctrine is neither new no r go o d. 
T he Jewish sect o f the Essenes hud p racti­ 
cally carried o ut this system o f po verty and 
co nim nnism nearly 
tw o 
centuries ’lu-fo re 
Jesus. 
But it has never fo und favo r am o ng 
C hristians. 
W hile certain C atho lic o rders 
did no t and do no t perm it their m o nks to 
have a go o dly share o f the things o f this 
wo rld, the m o nasteries, the C hurch, and its 
dignitaries have the mo re. 
T he financial 
co nditio n o f C hristendo m to -day is a flashing 
co m m entary o n tin’s co m m unistic principle o f 
Jesus. 
A nd 
w hile so me envio us, 
pio us

No w the principle: W ho so ever shall sm ite 
tlice o n th y right cheek, turn to liiui the o ther 
also ; tho u shall no t o nlv suffer, but o ven di­ 
vest thyself o f all sense o f ho no r, tho u shall 
be a co w ard in this respect—was no t the o ne 
w hich has helped to build up true m anho o d, 
character, co urage and fo rtitude. 
N o r do we find the precepts attributed to 
Jesus lim ited to the .lew s and C hristians; 
B uddha, lo ng befo re Hillcl and Jesus, said: 
" H atred is no t co nquered by hatred at any 
tim e; hatred is co nquered by lo ve. This is an 
o ld rule. 
Lucius, Seneca and E pictetus, fo l 
lo w ing the sto ics, arrive at m any o f the do c­ 
trines taught iu the “ B eatitudes.” 
In the 
w ritings o f 1‘lato and 
in Hie teachings o f 
So crates,as preserved by P lato and X eno pho n, 
we co me upo n this higher spirit. 
T he princi­ 
ple that we sho uld rather suffer than do in ­ 
justice, 
insisted o n so o ften as C hristian is 
distinctly and beautifully taught no t o nly in 
the T alm ud, hut in the G o rgias o f Plato by 
the grand o ld man o f G reek philo so phy: by 
So crates, the sam e w ho . tho ugh he co uld 
have evaded the law, preferred to drink the 
po iso ned chalice, and to beco me a m artyr o f 
li is 
co nvictio ns, savin g : " 1 
sho uld gain 
no thing by delaying to take the draught fo r 
a few m o m ents, except to laugh at m yself 
f« « r having clung so cage rly to the rcm naut 
o f life that had already ran its co urse.” 
Strange are the w ayso f Pro vidence. T here 
is n m an, w ho fo r p urity o f m o tive, fo r 
co urage o f his o pinio ns, and lo ftiness o f 
tho ught, and all the attributes which go to 
m ake tli • true m an, has been surpassed by no 
man in histo ry; this m an died fo r his faith, 
and yet he rem ained sim ple So crates.

lit1 lived in an age o f religio us superstitio n 
and m o ral decrepitude, and# am o ng peo ple 
crushed un der the heel o f iro n tyranny, we 
do ubt no t we sho uld have bad ano ther Mes­ 
siah in him . 
True, Jesus died a m arty r fo r his ideas,hut 
he was o nly o ne o f the endless galaxy o f m ar­ 
tyrs w ho suffered in the cause o f hum anity, 
enlightenm ent, pro gress and science. 
T he G reeks sacrificed the revealer o f h u­ 
man co nscience, the R o m ans tlie tribune o f 
so cial refo rm , the Flo rentines the precurso r 
o f m o dern revo lutio ns, 
the 
B rito ns 
the 
pro phet o f religio us to lerance, the F rench the 
T itan o f D em o cratic principles, the ¡Spaniards 
the disco verer, alm o st the creato r o f a new 
w o rld iu the im m ensity o f the o cean.

In such 
lime* moderation is no virtue, and ptnple 
choose men for I heir favorites who will Come 
forward with burning zeal, und a fervor of 
patriotism bordering upon raving madness 
Such men wert* found und called "Ran- 
nc< rn’ or "Zealots,” who nurtured un implac­ 
able balled against tyrannical rule.

unrelenting leaders were Judah Gntilmiitis 
aud Theudos, Is,th of Galilee, Isith proclaim 
ing it a ( rime against religion to otoy the 
earthly Empire of Rome, and Kith were cru 
citied by the Romans for Ire** ut against Hic 
Scuttle, as crucifixion wa* the Roman fashion 
of public execution of criminals. 
There was alii! awaiter Galilean, charged 
and guilty of the crime of inciting the popu 
lace to rebellion against Rome; he. l«io, was 
crucified, aud Ids name was Jesus of N azi 
ret Ii. 
Jesus o f N azareth was nothing less than ti 
{Militieal m artyr. 
He. UM, like Ju d ah of 
Gattlotiitis, had the m olto; " T h e re is but 
one K tugdon; ll is Hie heavenly K ingdom ,the 
K ingdom of G od.” 
Galilee was alw ays the 
bottled of revolutions. 
T he |ieople there 
w ire tritium Hied by the idea that this world 
wa* breaking dow n, a n d a new one. the fir 
lure world would soon api**ar. 
W hile tither* 
m erely counselled preparation for the heav­ 
enly K ingdom , prom ising that a com plete re 
form ation of the world would take place. 
Jesus Iu d the courage aud self-confidence lo 
proclaim : “ T beliuic isfulltillcd. Hie heavenly 
k in g d o m has come, ami I nm this K iug or 
M essiah, the Saviour of my tqtpressed people.” 
lie was a Jew ,a Phariseaii -Jew,w itll G ahb an 
coloring; a m an w ho joined in the hope* of his 
tim e, aud believed these holies were fulfill' ti 
in him .

Tidings In B rief lliat the T elegraph, Cable 
and M ail H ave D rought. 
Bids have been opened at the W ar Depart­ 
ment for the supply of 100 seven inch and 50 
11-inch cast steel shells to the Ordnance Bu­ 
reau. The bids were as follows; Standard 
Steel Casting Company, Thurlow, Penn., 
seven inch shells, $59.50 and $04.85each; 11 
inch, &1~7 and $137 each [each size of shell 
being divided into classes with octagonal and 
round cavities, respectively]; Midvale Steel 
Company, Philadelphia, seven inch shells, 40 
cents and 33 cents per pound; 11-inch shells, 
37 and 30 cents per pound; W. H. Loug, 
Goodhue & Company, Burlington, Vt., sev­ 
en-inch shells. $40.08 and $51.84 each; 11- 
inch shells, $132 and $145.20 each. The 
shells are to oe delivered, one-third in 00 
days, one third in 75 days, and one-third iu 
90 days after contract. 
Yesterday, at Seattle, Washington, Chief 
Justice Hanford sentenced Charles Clark, 
James Davis and Barney Martin to terms in 
the penitentiary aggregating 89 years. Clark, 
Davis and Marlin are the three prisoners 
who made such a desperate attempt to escape 
from jail on September 5, and nearly killed 
Jailer Farralier in so doing.

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A JEWISH VIEW OF JESUS. 


TREATED AS 
A 
POLITICAL MARTYR 
AND JEWISH PATRIOT. 


W hat in G ood In H is T eachings N ot New, 
A nd W hat is N ew Im p racticable and D e­ 
structive— Ideas o f a Jew ish Scholar—A l­ 
leged D iscrep ancies and G laring M istakes.

The expectation of tlie Messiah lias long 
been rife among tbe Jews. The prophets had 
repeatedly promised tlie supremacy of Israel, 
but events hud turued out differently. Per­ 
sia, Egypt, Syria bad successively held Pales­ 
tine iu subjection. Tlie very existence of 
tbeir religion was threatened. At tbe end of 
the first century before Christ tlie Messiunic 
expectations bad created a wild ferment 
among the population of Palestine. The 
need was at its highest, help then must Le 
highest, for matters liad indeed grown from 
bad to worse. The political situatiou was in 
tolerable. Tbe Romau yoke had been fas­ 
tened upon the neck of the people, and the 
weight of oppression became teulokl more 
difficult to support from the sweet taste of 
liberty that had preceded it after the brief 
spell of independence in the days of the 
Maccabees. The rapacity of the Roman 
government knew no bouuds. A land im­ 
poverished by incessant wars and tbe fre­ 
quent failure of the crops was drained to its 
last resources to satisfy the euormous exact- 
ious of a foreign despot, and, most humili­ 
ating of all, it was Rome, a nation of idola- 
tors which was thus permitted to griud the 
chosen people. 
To this must be added that Pontius Pilate 
began bis administration with an attempt to 
abolish tbe Jewish law, exactly as Tiberius 
did in Rome. The influence of Judaism upon 
decaying heathenism became so potent aud 
great that the Romans were frightened. 
Thousands of proselytes from paganism pub­ 
licly and privately professed Judaism. The 
Jews in Rome made use of tlie privileges 
granted them by Julius Ctesar not only in ad­ 
hering to their religion, but also in making 
proselytes from all classes of the Romans. In­ 
deed, Horace speaks of proselytizing Jews 
and of their Sabbath, which bis friend Fuscus 
would not violate, as lie was “ one of the 
many” who observed it. Ovid speaks in 
Art of Love 
of the Jewish Sabbath 
as being observed by the Roman women. 
Seneca censures the observance of the 
Sabbath by the Romans, and complains that 
the Hebrews, the conquered, have given laws 
to the conquerors. Roman women of high 
anl; sent gifts to the Temple of Jeru>aleiu. 
n consequence of this rapid spread of Ju­ 
daism in Rome tlie Senate enacted a decree 
xpelling the Hebrews from Rome aud Italy, 
thus setting at naught the decrees of Julius 
ffisar. But Pontius Pilate vygut so far as to 
abolish the Jewish law in Judea itself. He en 
tercel Jerusalem, and the army displayed all 
ts er.sigus with the effigies of tlie defied 
Ca.'sars and other symbols of idolatry, which 
naturally exasperated tbe Jews. Pilate missed 
no opportunity for confiscations and private 
estates being insufficient to gratify bis ra­ 
pacity, he seized upou tbe Temple treasures 
under a ridiculous pretext. Great despair 
seized upon tlie minds of the people, in such 
limes moderation is no virtue, and people 
choose men for their favorites who will come 
forward with burning zeal, and a fervor of 
patriotism bordering upon raving madness. 
Such men were found and called “Ivan- 
neem” or “Zealots,” who nurtured an implac­ 
able hatred against tyrannical rule. Such 
unreleriliog leaders were Judah Guulouitis 
and Tliendos, both of Galilee, both procluim- 
it a crime against religion to obey the 
earthly Empire of Rome, and both were eru- 
•itied by the Romans for treason against the 
Senate, as crucifixion was the Roman fashion 
of public execution of criminals. 
There was still another Galilean, charged 
and guilty of the crime of inciting tlie popu- 
"ace to rebellion against Rome; he, too, was 
crucified, and his name was Jesus of Naza­ 
reth.Jesus of Nazareth was nothing less than a 
political martyr. He, too, like Judah of 
Gaulouitis, had the motto: “ There is but 
one Kingdon; it is (lie heavenly Kingdom,the 
Kingdom of God.” Galilee was always the 
hotbed of revolutions. The people there 
were inflammcd by the idea that this world 
v\as breaking down, and a new one. the fu­ 
ture world would soon appear. While others 
merely counselled preparation for the hcav- 
nly Kingdom, promising that a complete re 
fur'mntion of tlie world would take place. 
Jesus baa the courage aud self-confidence to 
proclaim : “ The time is fullfilled, the heavenly 
Kingdom lias come, and 1 mu this King or 
Messiah, the Saviour of my oppressed people.” 
He was a Jew,a Phariscan Jew,with Galilean 
coloring; a man who joined in the hopes of his 
lime, and believed these hopes were fulfill» d 
in him. lie was brought before a court, and 
it seetns that not a large number of followers 
were with him otherwise it would have been 
dangerous to pronounce judgment against 
him. Pilate tlie Roman Procurator, asked 
him : “ Art thou the King of the Jews ?” He 
answered: “ Thou saycst it.” Now, as the 
Jews were Roman subjects, it is a wonder 
that he was not treated better than any other 
rebel, but shared the fate of Judah of 
Gaulonitis, and was crucified ? Why, lie 
wouldn’t fare better to-day under similiar 
circumstances in any land in Europe. lie 
had boldly attacked all political conditions, 
and the whole civil, social and religious so­ 
ciety of his time, and paid the penalty of all 
poliiical martyts. 
And now a few words as to the vexed 
questiou of tlie part the Jews have played in 
the tragedy. Tbe gospels are in themselves 
not agreed when the trial scene took place. 
But no matter which of them we follow, the 
whole accouut of tho trial and execution is 
flagrantly out of keeping with well-known 
tiriuciples of the Jewish criminal law. Jesus’s 
ria) takes place at night, which is an infrac­ 
tion of the Jewish penal code, which orders 
capital trials to take place in day time. It takes 
place in tlie private house of the High Priest, 
but the Jewish law lays down the principle 
that trials must take place iu the chamber ap­ 
pointed for the purpose in the Temple. Tlie 
executiou takes place qii a holiday, or. as 
another account has it, a day previous, but 
Jewish law 
dots 
not permit exe­ 
cutions to take place on a holiday 
or the eve of a holiday. Jesus is condemned 
on his own confession, but according to Jew­ 
ish law this cannot lie done. Two witnesses 
had to testify to the truth of I be charge arid 
it had also to be shown that the defendant 
had been warned. The charge seems to have 
been blasphemy, because Jesus said ; “ I am 
tbe Son of God,” but every one familiar with 
the prophets must know that they frequently 
speak of Israel as sons of God, so that it is 
hardly probable for a Jewish tribunul to sen­ 
tence a man to dea'h for merely repeating a 
Biblical phrase. That crucifixion is not a 
Jewish mode of punishment is well known; 
the Jewish laws knows ODly death by tbe 
sword [harag,] by the rope [cbenekli,] by 
stone [szekeelah,] and by tire [szereiylia.j 
The discrepancies, divergences and glaring 
mistakes are so little in harmony with the 
well-established rules of procedure in a Jew­ 
ish tribunal, that the account of the trial 
scene, from whatever point we may study it 
cannot pass as historical. 
Now tbe question arises: “ Where is the 
novelty of Jesus’s work ? It has been qaifl, 
for instance, to consist in the' overthrow of 
Phariseeisra. But while he now and then re­ 
bukes severely some extravagant and un­ 
worthy members of the Pharisee'S lie never re­ 
proached the party as such. On the contrary, 
he said; “ The Pharisees sit In Moses’s seat, 
and whatsoever they hid you observe, that ob­ 
serve aud do.” Tbe Pharisees were certainly 
not a “race of hypocrites” and a “ generation 
of vipers.” A writer living before the de­ 
struction of tlie Temple could not have 
called the Pharisees a band of hypocrites. 
The ¡áadducees were more hypocritical slaves 
of the letter than the Pharisees,who were tlie 
party of tlie people, the progressive friends of 
the national cause. Let us not forget that, 
in tlie mpiq, Jesus himself adhered to their 
principle!); that what is failed “ The Seymon 
on the Mount” has been time hqd again 
proven to be contained in the prophets and 
content poraneoqs Jewish writings, whose 


authors were Pharisees. Tlie so-eallc.1 golden 
rule had been proclaimed bv the Pharisee 
Hiliel 30 years before Christ, and llillol must 
have learned it from the Greek Isocrates. 
If we read the Gospel of Matthew carefully 
we will find that Jesus does not attempt to 
abrogate the Pharisaic laws, hut only insi-ts 
upon the great importance of the command­ 
ments of the heart. “ Woe,” he tries, “tor ye 
pay hither of mint, of anise, and cumin, but 
ye have omitted the weightier matters of the 
law: judgment, mercy and faith, these ought 
ye to have done, and not to leave the other 
undone.” But such doubtless recominemi- 
able sayings we find in the first chapter of 
Isaiah, in the sixth chapter of Micali, in the 
Psalms and Jeremiah much more emphati­ 
cally expressed, lie also said that “ not one 
jot or tittle shall pass from the law.” He 
onlv denounces the ceremonies of tlie age 
when they interfere with the superior claims 
of the moral law. But there is nothing new 
in this. He did not abolish the Sabbath. 
“The Sabbath was made for man, but man is 
not made for the Sabbath,” is a Jewish say­ 
ing and the Talmudic Halakliah teaches that 
danger to life sets aside Sabbatical prohibi­ 
tions of any character. 
Dili lie preach a new prayer, as is so often 
claimed Y No. the prayer with the chaste in­ 
troduction, “Our Father who art in heaven,” 
is a combination of Jewish praversthot asiai- 
tiinent iu it is foreign to the Judaism of bis 
duy. Nor is the novelty of Jesus’s work to 
be found in the extension of the gospel to the 
heathen world. This was tiie work of the 
Apostle Paul. Jesus, on the contrary, most 
emphatically said : “ I am not sent but unto 
the lost sheep of the house of Israel,” and lie 
charges his Apostle : “ Go ve not into the 
way of the Gentiles, and into any oily of the 
Samaritans enter ye not. Go rather to the 
lost sheep of the house of Israel, and as *■ e go, 
preach, saying the kingdom of heaven is at 
hand.” 
There are. however, some new features in 
Jesus’ teachings which are not contained in 
the Jewish writings before Him. “Love 
your enemies” is such a doctrine.” But let 
us be candid; such a gushing love is not only 
Impracticable, but impossible. Our religion 
teaches: Do not revenge nor bear any grudge. 
Do not rejoice at the fall of thy enemy. If 
thy enemy is hungry, give him to cat; if 
thirsty, give him to drink; if his animal is 
going astray, bring it back to him. This is 
as far as humanity can go. What is beyond 
this is unnatural. Jesus also taught that His 
followers should renounce earthly treasures. 
This doctrine is neither new nor good. 
The Jewish sect of the Essenes had practi­ 
cally carried out this system of poverty and 
commnnism nearly two centuries before 
Jesus. But it has never found favor among 
Christians. While certain Catholic orders 
did not and do not permit their monks to 
have a goodly share of the things of this 
world, the monasteries, the Church, and its 
dignitaries have the more. The financial 
condition of Christendom to-day is a flashing 
commentary on this communistic principle of 
Jesus. 
And while some envious, pious 
Christians, never tire to accuse the Jew of 
being a money getter, they do not seem to 
care much about the eve of tlie ticedle and a 
camel, or to be particularly fond of another 
command of Jesus, “ If any man will sue 
thee at the law, and takeaw ay thy coat, let 
him have thy cloak also.” [Matthew 5:40 47]. 
Moses knew and appreciated the value of 
earthly treasures, and did not command us 
to disregard them, while Jesus’s doctriue in 
this respect is dangerous to society, to indus­ 
trial progress and civilization. 
Another doctrine of Jesus, not tA care for 
the morrow, or the eitrjx diem principle of 
Horace, is surely not one which lias helped to 
make the United Mates of America what it is. 
Now the principle: Whosoever shall smite 
thee on thy right cheek, turn to him the other 
also; thou shall not onlv suffer, but even di­ 
vest thyself of all sense of honor, thou shall 
be a coward in this respect—was not the on- 
which lias helped to build up true manhood, 
character, courage and fortitude. 
Nor do we find the precepts attributed to 
Jesus limited to the Jews and Christians; 
Buddha, long before Hiliel and Jesus, said: 
“ Hatred is not conquered by hatred at any 
time; hatred is conquered by love. This is an 
old rule. Lucius, Seneca and Epictetus, fol­ 
lowing the stoics, arrive at many of the doc­ 
trines taught in the “ Beatitudes.” In the 
writings of 1‘lato and in the teachings of 
Socrates,as preserved by Plato aud Xenophon, 
we come upon this higher spirit. The princi­ 
ple that we should rather suffer than do in­ 
justice, insisted on so often ns Christian is 
distinctly and beautifully taught not only iu 
the Talmud, but iu the Gorgias of Plato by 
the grand old man of Greek philosophy; by 
Socrates, the same w ho. though he could 
have evaded the law, preferred to drink the 
poisoned chalice, and to become a martyr of 
his convictions, saving: “ i should gain 
nothing by delaying to take the draught for 
a few moments, cxc. [it to laugh at myself 
for having clung so eagi rly to the remnant 
of life that had already ran its course.” 
Strange are the waysof Providence. There 
is a man, who for purity of motive, for 
courage of his opinions, and loftiness of 
thought, and all Hie attributes which go to 
make tli ■ true man, has been surpassed by no 
man in history, this man died for his faiili, 
and yet he remained simple Socrates. Had 
lit* lived in an age of religious superstition 
and moral decrepitude, and.among people 
crushed under the heel of iron tyranny, we 
doubt not we should have had another Mes­ 
siah in him. 
True, Jesus died a martyr for his ideas,but 
lie w as only one of the endless galaxy of mar 
tyis who suffered iu the cause of humanity, 
enlightenment, progress and science. 
The Greeks sacrificed the revealer of hu­ 
man conscience, the Romans the tribune of 
social reform, the Florentines the precursor 
of modern revolutions, the Britons the 
prophet of religious tolerance, the French the 
Titan of Democratic principles, the Spaniards 
the discoverer, almost the creator of a new 
world iu the immensity of the ocean. They 
were all soldiers in the great army of man­ 
kind, battling in the causo of morality and 
righteousness; by their sufferings have they 
helped to draw onward and forward the car 
ot progress.

James Sliceuin, late of St. Stephen’s Col­ 
lege, Dutchess County, writes about locali­ 
ties in the West to T he F reeman as fol­ 
lows; 
A few years ago people were filled with 
astonishment at the sudden springing up of 
llie City of Leadville. From a bare spot high 
up in the mountains it instantly became a 
City of 20,000 people, With its name iu the 
mouths of all Eastern and Western people. 
Gambling in mining stocks and gambling 
over cards were t lie “chief occupations of the 
inhabitants,” intermingled with occasional 
murders. Every man seemed a law unto 
himself, and disputes were nearly always 
settled on the spot by the death of one or the 
oilier of the parties. Men constantly carried 
tiieir weapons in ttie most convenient places, 
and there was never a moment’s hesitation 
when occasion t ame to use them. The re­ 
sult of all this was that a spirit of dare-devil 
recklessness was maintained for a year or two 
in the City, and the most amusing circus in 
town w as tbe circle around the bar iu any of 
tue numerous saloons. 
At any rate, we are told that this was the 
character of the people. No one would ever 
know it but for the chronicles and legends 
handed down to us. It was back 10 or 12 
years ago that these tierce times were said to 
exist. So short a time is it, yet there are very 
few of the men of that day left in the City. 
Where have they gone? Nooue knows. Some 
lie in the graves wliich they prepared lor w ith 
their “ boots on;” the remainder have scat­ 
tered to new scenes, to new mining camps, 
where there is more " life ” to suit them. 
They seem to us moderns like the race of 
fairies—heard of but never seen. A new 
class of human beings has taken their claim* 
—a new class with the same object, namely, 
gold and silver, hut with different methods 
btainiag them. This latter class Is said 
to be more civilized, yet 1 doubt if its sly 
Hsiaess ways, its cheating in weights, its 
filing of the same lots to different persons, 
ts general hypocrisy and cant, are any more 
noruble than the open, straightforward, 
taud-up-and-knock-dowrn methods of the 
irly miners.

It is said that a man far from home, recalling 
tlie severe beatings be once got at home nnd 
early school, will weep tears of longing to re­ 
turn to them. 
After all, the objection to Colorado—I lie 
eal objection, 1 mean—is not the number of 
desperadoes and roughs in it. but the fearful 
prevalence of selfishness and lust for money. 
After the new comer is freed ol bis dn ad of 
cowboys, shooting miners and Indians, he 
finds a far greater net d of caution because of 
the numerous schemes and frauds of some of 
the people, especially the real estate and min­ 
ing speculators. 
This letter was begun with the intention of 
speaking more particularly of the rapid rise 
ind progress of new towns in the West. 
Leadville was a good example, but it is now 
stationary with its some 20,000 inhabitants. 
\11 over Colorado new towns are being lo­ 
cated, and a year or two will bring them 
up into the thousands. Denver, of course, 
now an ancient city, speaking from 
Western historical standpoint, but it is 
continuously spreading itself, and small sub­ 
urban towns surround it on all sides. Some 
of these “ hanging on” towns, or additions, 
as they are often called, have their own 
mayors, town councils and town clerks, even 
though it takes every citizen to fill the of­ 
fices. Here is one where I write,a few miles 
from Denver, called Montclair. It lias about 
14 houses, but lias room for 1,000 more. 
In fact 
the prairie 
is 
all 
about 
it, and there is no reason why the “ City ” 
should not extend to Kansas Citv or else­ 
where—if people will only build. It ltasa line 
public school building with a teacher at a 
good salary aud a few pupils, a " motor ” 
railway connecting it with Denver, a town 
council, a mayor and a town clerk. All this 
simply as an inducement of the prairie own­ 
ers for the people to invest - in “ town lots.” 
Kansas City is somewhere near 1,000 miles to 
the East; you will therefore appreciate tlie 
standing joke of Denverites when showing 
strangers the East side of their City. They 
always poiut to the bare acres ot prairie iu 
view and remark in a casual way, “ That’s 
Kansas City over there.” 
Títere scents to be a dearth of full-grown 
citizens to draw on for these offices. In 
Montclair a young friend of mine has been 
chosen as Town Clerk. I don’t think he will 
object if I give bis name, James B. Brown, 
Jr. He is a Newport, It. I., boy of 19, and 
is fully titled in every way for the position 
with its arduous duties, but is probably the 
youngest “ Town Clerk” in the United 
States. 
Speaking of these “additions” to the City 
reminds me that nearly every well-dressed 
man in Denver is a real estate dealer. In 
answer to my inquiry as to who certain men 
were who attracted me by their easy-going 
manners and general air (j ownership, I in 
variably 
received 
the 
reply, 
“ Real 
estate 
dealers.” Whenever 
one 
bos 
an introduction here, he may set it 
down as an almost certain fact that he is 
meeting a real estate man, and he may lie 
made aware of it in a very few minutes of 
conversation with him. People say “drum­ 
mers” are the greatest talkers, but Í refer you 
a Denver real estate agent if you want to bet 
on the winner. Every one appears to have 
the craze to own some prairie, and even the 
clergy who came in earlv time* have been 
known to grow riclt by their “ deals.” “ To 
deal in dirt” is the way of expressing the 
question in Colorado, and it is a paying busi­ 
ness,
